The affirmative of the resolution 
•'Resolved that the interests of De- 
mocracy can best be served by Am 
erican neutrality, rather than by 
active participation in the Euro- 
pean war," was successfully upheld' 
yesterday by Martin Hollinger and 
Richard Hepburn in the third of 
series of debates sponsored by the 
Arts Debating Society. The debate 
which took place in the Arts Build 
ing was judged by Mr. Eugene For- 
sey member of the Economics De- 
partment and was chaired by Lloyd 
Henderson, president of the Arts 
Debating Society. 

The first speaker for the affirm 
ative, M. Hollinger, proceeded to 
define the resolution; he pointed out 
that American Neutrality constitut- 
ed "no active participation In the 
European War," that the Interest of 
democracy may mean democracy in 
the United States as v/ell as Inter- 
national Democracy. 

War Undemocratic 

The Affirmative pointed out that 
the winning of the v/ar does not 
necessarily mean that Democracy 
would be re-established in Germany 
and at the same lime the very idea 
of War is undemocratic. Consider- 
ing the fate of democracy it home, 
hi the United States they maintain- 
ed that active participation involv- 
ed abrogation of civil rights and the 
conversion of a productive econ- 
omy into an unproductive v/ar econ- 
omy, these in themselves contribut- 
ing to the rise of a form of govern- 
ment other than democratic.

This lec- 
ture will be the third in the cur- 
rent Student Lecture series de- 
signed to consider some of the 
problems which confront th* 
youth of today. The guest 
speaker, a graduate of both Chi- 
cago and Harvard Universities 
and former inspector of Superior 
Schools in this province, has had 
wide experience in dealing with 
the problems of youth and edu- 
cation. 

Object ot Education. 

In an interview Dr. Rothney in- 
timated that he believes the object 
of education is to inculcate within, 
the individual a fitness to live and 
to take an effective place in, 
society. Moreover, he asserted, an 
educated man is one with th» 
proper attitude toward his fellow- 
men. The function of education. 
œu3t not. be limited to the ac» 
cumulation of details, but must 
utilize these details to develop a, 
better world order. 

"True education," Dr. Rothney 
continued, "should seek beyond ex- 
ternals to create withui the indi- 
vidual a disciplined attitude with, 
which to face the problems of life* 
Towards this end thers- will be in- 
struction on the culture of the past 
but every effort must be strained; 
to transcend such an experience 
and find experience in the indivi- 
dual's enthusiasm for the raptura 
of the forward view. Thus educa- 
tion in approach should be indivi- 
dual in purpose, should be a con- 
tinual pursuit in the approximation, 
of the universal good." 

Student Lectures. 

The Student Lecture series waa 
organized by Mr. John MacDonald.. 
assistant minister of Srskine and. 
American United Church, with th* 
object of studying some of the prob- 
lems which confront our youth to- 
day. The men selected for thes». 
talks are acknowledged leaders in 
their specialized fields. The 
was especially designed to meet tha 
needs of university students. 

Dr. Rothney is the third speaker- 
of the series— the first having been 
Dr. Hendel, dean of the faculty off

The Motion Picture 
and the Novel

For many year* the novel reigned supreme 
at the largest instructive force and the great- 
est form of entertainment among civilised peo- 
ple. As education became widespread so the 
roadinc public «rew larger, and the power 
and educational value of the novel and pamph- 
let increased accordingly. The stage had also 
great prominence but its audiences were al- 
ways limited. Its ideas could rarely penetrate 
Montreal. Thursday. November it, 19S9 beyond the precincts of the large cities. At

— * — tertainment crept in that was hardly noticed. 

This was the motion picture. Most actors and 
professional people during the early nineteen 
hundreds insisted that it was a fad. that it 
could not last. Vet today, in our times of stress, 
when many gayer types of entertainment have 
been subdued or suspended, the popularity of 
! the motion picture is greater than ever. It 
reaches everywhere. 

It is not the business of this column to dis- 
cuss the moral effect that "movies" can have 
or the public, or the value of its propaganda, 
but merely the adaptation to the screen of a few 
famous novels and plays of todsy and y ester - 
! day. There are two outstanding barriers that 
producers must hurdle ia adapting a novel— 
they mus: please the stars and they must cater 
to the public Thus extra scenes are often in- 
serted, and unhappy endings are constantly 
changed. No great authors, with the possible 
exception of Shakespeare, have escaped this 
iete, . 

Shakespeare Screened. 

In recent years two of Shakespeare's plays 
have been presented on the screen. Both were 
faithful enough adaptations but the difference 
icy in their casting. "Romeo and Juliet" was 
given a dignifies and often inspiring treatment, 
and boasted a group of polished and experi- 
enced performers. "A Midsummer Night's 
Dream" was lavish, perhaps overly so, but the 
studio chose an amazing cast. In it there were: 
a crooner, an actor noted for his gangster per- 
formances, a few ingenues and several come- 
dians of the "low-brow" variety. The effect 
was rather disastrous. One left the theatre with 
i feeimg of disappointment that amounted al- 
most to annoyance. Both pictures suffered fin- 
ancially from a lack of public appeal, and

Tear after year notices are published

-obtained. Invariably, some representative 
or other is elected by acclamation, or by a 
near acclamation. Tnis happens in spite of 
tine fact that there are two or three other 
.equally, and sometimes more desirable, in- 
rdividuals who could be nominated. Tinit 
lit comes about that the faculty concerned 
'.ïe sometimes no; given the privilege o: 
«lecting the man who really has the beet 
.qualification for the position. 

Probabiy the underlying reason for 
is the fact that all too few students 
ilize the importance of these annual elec- 
tions. The men elected to Students' Coun- 
cil positions will hold these offices for one 
year and. during this time, will have almost 
unlimited control of student activities. 
These- men will nave the power to decide 
«wbether or no*, there should be leas student 
activity. They can curtail the activities of 
rthe Player;' Club., the- Red and White Re- 
vue, or the Debating Union. As a unit, 
they can either do much or do little for the 
"University. Their decision is law. L thi 
Council members themselves are inclined 
to procrastinate in their decisions, we can 
realize without much thought what the re- 
sults would \*. 

A stroDg Council can push the issue on 
.matters when student interests are con- 
zeroed. Yet a chain if only as strong 
as iu weakest link, and one or two weak 
Jinks will be much more likely to result 
irom slipshod nominations than otherwise. 
It is not essential for a man to have 
held five or six other prominent campus 
positions to triable him to handle a Coun- 
cil post successfully. Far from it. There 
is always the danger of one man's being 
.oyer worked.

Shakespeare hat beer, shelved for the time 
being, 

To* great store of eighteenth century plays 
and pioneering novels has beer, scarcely touch- 
ed. However nineteenth century works have 
been exploited to a fair dtgrte. A few years 
ûgc Thackerey'j "Vanity Fair" was aduptcd to 
the screen under the title of "Becky Sharp". 
This was one of the first technicolour pictures. 
The plot was extremely hackneyed, and the 
main pomu and cynical humour of Thack- 
c-rays book were largely omitted. The new 
colour process was the- dominant feature. Emily 
EronVc's "Withering Heights" met a much hap- 
pier lave. The character of Hcsthcliff* and the 
uiooduig, sinister aUr.osphcre were carried over 
intact. While it is true that for purposes of 
simplification certain characters and situation! 
were cUsregazdcd, the whole remained a noble 
effort. Trie love of CaUiy and Hcathcliffc ws« 
•till tr.e wild, passionate and deathless affair 
that at or.ee excited our pity and scorn in the 
book. 

Popular Novels. 

£ach popular novel and ijlay that j, wr jt- 
ten today is at once considered for the screen. 
Many adaptations are shocking. "Jamaica Inn" 
is an instance where a story was largely re- 
written to fit the individual talents of the star. 
Only the locale and certain characters remain- 
ed the same. On the other hand "The Hain* 
Came" was kept intact, except for the omis- 
sion of u few minor characters, and it made /or 
greater cinema. Sinclair Lewis' "Dodsworth" 
is another example of a brilliant efforl. It ad- 
i.cicd ia the original, the satire was untouched 
and it was given a cast of fine actors. The re- 
sult was a compelling motion picture, 

Many are the great works that the screen 
has completely overlooked. The tales of 
Robin Hood have been successfully /limed sev- 
eral times, but the stories ot Arthur and his 
knights have not been touched. The novels of 
Fielding, flichardson and their contemporaries 
would make very interesting drama il their 
coarseness were to be ironed out. The pJaya 
oi Sheridan and Goldsnmli arc admittedly mas- 
terpiece;,, hut 84 yet have been ignored. At the 
present moment Aldous Huxley is in Hollywood

These switches consist In 
the main, of moving Tyhurst up 
into the wing forward position and 
moving Hessy-White back from left 
inside to fill Tyhurst's former posi- 
tion. This change in the line-up 
is expected to bring good results 
and the Redmen will be out to 
wipe out their three point deficit 
and go on to bring a championship 
to McGill. 

Toronto, on the other hand, will 
be out to cinch their seventh 
straight Intercollegiate English 
Rugger Championship. Last year a 
strong Varsity Rugger team met 
McGill in a sudden death cham- 
pionship game and came out ahead 
of the Redmen 4-0 to win their 
sixth successive championship. 

As usual the Varsity team are 
well supplied with players from 
across the ocean, who form the 
backbone of the team and around 
whom all the plays centre, and in 
their initial same with the Red- 
men this year the Varsity backfleld 
was especially outstanding. 

In their fuial practice game last 
Saturday the Redmen defeated a 
combined team of Bank of Montreal 
and Westmount players and McGill 
will be going to Toronto this week- 
end with the determined aim in 
view of bringing home an Intercol- 
legiate Championship from the Hart 
House.
